Rochester, N. Y., May 18, 1942. 


The annual meeting of the Baptist Education Society of the State 
of New York was called to order in the Assembly Room of the Divinity 
School, in Rochester, New York, on Monday, May eighteenth, 1942. 

In the absence of the President and both of the Vice-Presidents, Dr. 
Beaven presided during the election of Dr. George B. Cutten as the 
chairman of the meeting. After Dr. Cutten assumed the chair, the 
Reverend Paul W. Swarthout, D.D. of Hamilton, N.-Y., led in prayer. 

The reading of the minutes of the previous annual meeting was omit- 
ted by unanimous consent, since they had been circulated in printed 
form. Upon vote they were accepted as printed. 

The reports of Mr. Charles W. Carson, the Treasurer of the Society, 
and of Dr. Albert W. Beaven as President of the Divinity School were 
both presented in printed form, and upon vote were accepted and placed 
on file. 

Mr. Arthur L. Stewart presented the report of the Nominating Com- 
mittee that was appointed at the previous annual meeting. Upon vote, 
the Secretary was instructed to cast one ballot for each of the follow- 
ing, who were declared elected :

Gentlemen : 


ase institution like all others finds itself deeply affected by the 
tragic experience through which all the world is passing. The 
tensions which are evident in men’s lives everywhere are reflected 
within personalities on this campus in different fashion possibly but 
with no less intensity than elsewhere. For the last twenty years in 
most colleges in America the ideas of a warless world and the achieve- 
ment of international relationships based on good will have been held 
up among students not only as very desirable goals but have been close- 
ly related to the highest Christian idealism. The collapse of peace, the 
recent almost universal adoption of the appeal to force, have come as 
a tremendous shock to their faith and hope. They have been forced 
to rethink their own ideas and convictions to see how fully they re- 
flect reality in life. Some convictions have deepened, some ideas 
changed, but the intense determination to be honest has frequently 
caused agony of soul and mind. We who work with them are con- 
scious of many heavy inner struggles going on around us. 

Some of the men in the Senior class have been looking forward to 
specific work as chaplains. Though the navy will take a man into the 
chaplaincy directly from the divinity school, the army requires three 
years of pastoral work in addition to graduation before they will ac- 
cept a man for that position. Others of our men, therefore, are plan- 
ning to take the places of a large number of our graduates who are 
going from their pastorates into service with the troops. 

We have set up a unit for defense activities here on the campus. 
Early in the year Mr. Carson was appointed as chairman of our com- 
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mittee. Provisions were made for black-outs and the usual arrange- 
ments for equipping the different sections of our buildings for pro- 
tection in case an air raid were carried through. A First Aid course 
was inaugurated and a large proportion of our students took this spe- 
cial preparation. A large percentage also presented themselves to the 
Red Cross as blood donors ; others are working in the towns where they 
are pastors in various capacities in community movements for pro- 
tection. 


Personally, I have been deeply interested in the relationships of 
theological schools to the Selective Service Act. I have been Presi- 
dent of the American Association of Theological Schools for the last 
two years, and in addition, chairman of its committee on the relation 
of theological schools to the Selective Service Act. This has involved 
a rather continuous study of the problem together with a number of 
contacts with General Hershey and his office. We have attempted to 
face both the rights and the obligations of students who are in divinity 
schools and those also who are ministerial students on the college level. 
I may say that we have been given the most kindly and understand- 
ing treatment by General Hershey. He has gone out of his way to be 
helpful in clarifying the actual attitude of the government and enab- . 
ling us to find what was the fair and right way for administrators in 
our field to take in the matters involved. 


The Biennial Meeting of The American Association of Theological 
Schools is to be held at this institution June 11 and 12, following our 
Commencement. Two of the items to be discussed are, first, a study 
of degrees granted in the field of theological education, and secondly, 
the relation of the theological school to the war effort and to the Se- 
lective Service Act. 


ATTENDANCE AND ESPRIT DE Corps 


The attendance during the year has been approximately the same 
as the year before, 134 all told being enrolled. It is probable that the 
enrollment next fall will be lower than this year. The actual effect of 
the Selective Service Act on incoming classes will not have taken ef- 
fect until that time. A survey of the Senior classes in the colleges of 
the country from which our students usually come shows that there is 
a small number of Baptist theological students graduating this spring. 
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SPRING CONVOCATION 


The attendance at our Spring Convocation was surprisingly good. 
The enrollment was about the same as the year before. We had feared 
that the restrictions on automobile travel would greatly reduce the 
number who would come, however, this did not seem to be the case. 
The lectures this year were of the usual high order. We were excep- 
tionally fortunate in securing our lecturer on the Rauschenbusch 
Foundation. We had entered into a contract with Professor Paul 
Douglas of the University of Chicago about a year and a half ago to 
deliver the Rauschenbusch Foundation lectures and up until within six 
weeks of the time had no other idea. At that time we received a tele- © 
gram saying that Dr. Douglas had accepted the designation to run as a 
candidate for United States senator in the primaries running against 
the candidate backed by Kelly-Nash machine. He asked to be released 
from his contract with us. Though we protested and offered to make 
some easement in our demands in view of the task he had undertaken, 
he replied that he would be unable to go through with the contract. We 
were thus left with only about four weeks to arrange for the lectures. 
We had previously approached Dr. Daniel Holtom, formerly of Tokio, 
as a possible lecturer for the year 1943. We wired him to see whether 
it would be possible for him to advance his appearance a year. He ac- 
cepted, gave his full time to preparation, and did appear, and gave his 
remarkably illuminating series of lectures on the general subject of 
“Japanese National Psychology and Christianity.” 

The Ayer lectures were given by Dr. Harris F. Rall of Garrett Bib- 
lical Institute on the subject “Paul and the Faith of Today.” 

The devotional lectures were given by Dr. Solon B. Cousins, Jr., of 


the University of Richmond. Dr. Ivan Murray Rose of Philadelphia 
was the alumni orator. 


SUMMER LEADERSHIP CONFERENCE 


Members of the Board will be interested in the result of our Pas- 
tor’s Conference which we held last summer. It was carried out as an 
experiment which we felt should last for three years before a final 
conclusion was drawn as to the wisdom of continuing it. 

Our attendance was as large as we had expected it would be. In 
addition to our own Alumni we had a good number of Presbyterian 
ministers and men from other denominations. In addition to mem- 
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bers of our own faculty who taught, we were helped by the presence 
on the campus of Dr. Samuel McCrae Cavert of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, Dr. McNeil Poteat of the Euclid 
Avenue Church in Cleveland, Dr. Robert L. Calhoun of the faculty of 
the Divinity School of Yale University, and Dr. Ralph Felton of the 
Department of Rural Church Leadership in Drew Theological Sem- 
inary at Madison, New Jersey. I think we have a right to feel that 
the program was exceptionally useful and the comments of the men 
who attended indicated that the conference was much appreciated and 
very useful. We are planning on a second session this summer, Aug- 
ust 24 to September 4. 

During the year two men have been in residence in the School for 
four or five days, one was the Rev. James Myers, Industrial Secretary 
for the Federal Council of Churches. Mr. Myers came to talk with 
our men about the relation of the church to the industrial age of which 
we area part. Both his lectures and his personal conferences and the 
discussion groups he led were greatly appreciated by the students. A 
second man who came for a few days was Dr. Ralph Felton of Drew. 
He made such an impression during the Summer Conference that we re- 
quested him to return when the students were here. Not only did he 
do a fine work in creating intelligent interest in the rural church but 
his reports of this work in Mexico, China, and Japan had large mis- 
sionary influences. 


SpECIAL SEMINARS FOR MEN AND WOMEN 


One of the very interesting developments of the last few years from 
the denominational and theological seminary point of view has been 
the inauguration of a seminar for all the senior students of theological 
schools who are sending Baptist pastors out into the denomination. 
This adventure was conceived in part by Dr. Luther Smith and has 
engaged the cooperation of the major societies of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. Their leading secretaries give four days to this gathering 
and bring the seniors from Crozer, Eastern, Andover-Newton, Union, 
Yale, Gordon, Colgate-Rochester, and the women from the Baptist In- 
stitute in Philadelphia, to New York city. Students get acquainted 
with the leaders of the denomination. They are housed for the most 
part in the dormitory at the Biblical Seminary in New York. In ad- 
dition to lectures and discussions, trips are taken around the city to 
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see the types of work which illustrate the things which have been said 
in the classes. Each year one of the Presidents of the Seminaries is 
invited to give a series of devotional addresses in connection with the 
Seminar. I had the privilege of that relationship this year. I may 
say that the faculty and students of our School have an increasing ap- 
preciation of this seminar experience as an educational adventure of 
a high order. 

This year we took an additional step to help the wives of the 
seniors; Mrs. Beaven arranged, under the leadership of a joint com- 
mittee of faculty and student wives, to hold a comparatively continu- 
ous two day Seminar to which the wives of all seniors were invited. 
At this time, the work of the pastor’s wife in all its phases religiously 
and socially was presented and discussed. The young women were 
also introduced to the work of the denomination. Mrs. Edwin Dahl- 
berg of Syracuse, and Mrs. De Forest Lowen of Brockport were in- 
vited to lead the discussions. The reports show an exceptionally use- 
ful result was obtained. We believe the gathering should be repeated 
annually. 


Facutty Notes 


Dr. Branton, who came at our invitation last year to undertake the 
Professorship of New Testament, has abundantly justified our confi- 
dence in him and has taken his place in the faculty and on the campus 
in all relationships in a way to bring great pleasure to all. 

Dr. Hudson, who by action of our Executive Committee in Novem- 
ber, 1941, was invited to come as an instructor in the department of 
church history for this next year, accepted this position and will begin 
his work with the opening of the next school year. 

Dr. Nixon has been absent this last semester on his sabbatical leave 
of absence, studying at Union Theological Seminary and Columbia 
University. The Executive Committee voted that a leave of absence 
for study be granted the president for the first semester of this next 
year, and to Dr. Baker for the second semester; these leaves to be 
conditioned upon circumstances as they may be affected by the war. 


During the year Dr. Moehlman has published a new brochure en- 
titled Christianity and the War. He is contributing leading articles al- 


so to the very important Dictionary of Theology soon to be published. | 
His comprehensive discussion of the problems of American Democ- | 
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racy under the title The Bible Returns to the Public Class Room has 
just been completed. 

Harper’s have published a revised edition of my book The Fine Art 
of Living Together. Dr. Baker has carried the editorship of our Bul- 
letin for several years; while Dr. Morrison has edited the Alumni 
News Sheet. Dr. Wearing was elected this spring as President of 
our local City Club. 

Due to restrictions on tires and gasoline, our Divinity School chorus 
which was to have sung at the Northern Baptist Convention and at a 
good number of other church centers, under direction of Professor 
Lehman, had to cancel this important trip. Several shorter trips were 
taken where transportation was less difficult. The chorus has done 
exceptionally good work both for the students and the School. 

The following items from Dr. Morrison’s report as Director of ex- 
tramural work will be of interest to the Board: 

“The extramural department which is the ‘clinic’ in which the stu- 
dents acquire practical experience in the application of what they learn 
in the classroom, has grown to the proportions of a rather sizeable 
enterprise involving the services of slightly over 100 students.

Of these, 60 serve as Pastors caring for 66 churches in Rochester 
and vicinity (26 Baptist, 18 M. E., 9 Congregational, 12 other denom- 
inations). 

The total membership of the churches of which our students are 
Pastors is 7270. 

On an average Sunday morning our students preach to 3835 people. 

In addition they reach 568 young people each week through young 
people’s meetings. 

There is an average weekly attendance of 2915 at the Church 
Schools connected with these churches. 

During the current year our student pastors made 12,240 calls or 
204 per student. 

Their churches raised a total of $85,965 for all purposes during the 
year. Of this $71,978 was for current expenses and approximately 
$10,000 for benevolences. 

During the year 484 new members were added, 179 of whom came 
by baptism, 127 by experience. 
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Compared with last year this indicates considerable increase as the

Thirty-nine of our students serve as Assistants, Directors of Religious 
Education, Sunday School teachers, etc. in 32 churches in Rochester and 
vicinity (11 Baptist, 8 Presbyterian, 6 M.E., 6 other denominations 
and 1 Federation of Churches). Their hours of service range from 
30 minutes to 20 hours per week. The average is about 9 hours per 
student. 

In remuneration they receive various amounts from 0 to $300 per 
school year. The total amount received by the 39 students is $4,375. 
The average per student is $119.

The members of the faculty have cooperated in the promotion and 
service of our extramural work by visiting the churches and the stu- 
dents, observing the conduct of the church services and counseling 
with the students afterwards. Eight members of the faculty visited 
61 churches served by our students during the year. In a number of 
instances the professor’s wife accompanied him. 

During the second semester, in response to the suggestion that we 
endeavor to extend and promote the friendly helpful contacts between 
faculty and their wives and the students and students’ wives, the pro- 
fessors and their wives entertained groups of students designated. 
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During the year the President and Mrs. Beaven entertained the stu- 
dents on numerous occasions and at least two members of the faculty 
each entertained forty at dinner.” 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN AND CURATOR OF THE MusEuM 


Mr. Trost’s report on these items shows some difficulty this year in 
securing books due to war conditions. This is of course particularly 
true in obtaining books from abroad. Money appropriated for this 
purpose will be held and the books procured later if it is possible. 

During the year some significant purchases have been made which 
added to the resources of the library. Professor Trost says of one of 
them: “Of primary importance is The Tickhill Psalter and (seven) 
related manuscripts, edited by D. D. Egbert and published by the New 
York Public Library, owners of the manuscripts. The Tickhill manu- 
script is one of the outstanding Gothic manuscripts that have survived 
to the present day. The volumes here reproduced were written in the 
early part of the fourteenth century, during which period there began 
the transition from the theocracy of the Gothic Middle Ages to the 
secular individualism and the naturalism which characterized the Ren- 
aissance.” 

Circulation figures for the library increased five per cent over the 
previous year; a twelve per cent increase in outside circulation has 
been noticed. Mr. Trost says about the Alumni Lending Library: 
“Enthusiastic comments about this service still reach the librarian from 
the men out on the field. With the increased living costs, the min- 
ister, as a member of the fixed income class, will find his book-purchas- 
ing funds materially diminished. It is assumed that even greater 
demands will be made upon this service during the next year. The 
number of books circulated from this collection was about the same 
as for last year. Seventy-eight titles were added to the collection dur- 
ing the last twelve-month period.” 

The librarian expresses hope that in connection with the 125th anni- 
versary of the founding of the institution steps may be taken to am- 
plify the financial endowment of the library so as to increase its eff- 
ciency. 

While no new purchases have been made for the museum this year, 
some exceedingly attractive exhibits have been possible through ob- 
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jects loaned by Mr. and Mrs. Aeschliman, Mrs. Nasmith, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Longley, missionaries living on our campus. 


ScHooL FINANCES 


An exceptionally useful survey of the school finances during the 
last ten years will be presented this year to the Board. We have now 
had ten full years of operating the school on the new campus. With 
the lowered income of the last few years we have been forced to cur- 
tail our expenditures. We have done this by decreasing the number of 
professors and more completely consolidating the two faculties into 
a united faculty. In the second place we have been able to reduce the 
net expense of our scholarship cost by increasing somewhat the in- 
come from student fees. We have also arranged lower payments to 
the former German Department now known as the Rochester Baptist 
Seminary. 

As a result of these savings the trend of our net expenditure has 
been downward. There is actually a difference of $27,000 from the 
peak of the yearly expenditures during the ten years down to this last 
year. We are at present, however, running with an understaffed fac- 
ulty and will propose some adjustments along this line in the near fu- 
ture. We have actually kept the expenses of the School during this 
past year down to the lowest point in ten years, but we feel that the 
time has come when we should find a solution for the financial problem 
not so much by retrenchment as by increase in our income. We hope 
that members of the Board will remember the institution when they 
are considering the disposition of their estates. 


Boarp oF EpuCATION 


Members of the Board will recall many of the articles appearing in 
the religious press telling of the financial difficulties through which 
many of our Baptist colleges and seminaries were passing. It will 
also be recalled that the Board of Education was asked to make defi- 
nite plans looking toward a nation-wide Baptist finance campaign to 
secure support for these schools. The response of the Board of Edu- 
cation to this request has produced a definite plan. 

Instead of carrying on a nation-wide campaign, it is proposed to 
conduct simultaneous campaigns for each institution that has need, 
such a campaign to be conducted among its own constituency. The 
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right to carry on such campaigns has been obtained from the Finance 
Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention for the fiscal year be- 
ginning May 1, 1943. It is proposed that each institution take the 
steps to discover whether it has specific needs which it desires to 
meet and for which it would normally plan to seek support some time 
in the future. If such campaigns are to be conducted it is hoped that 
they will be carried through during that year. 

In order to assist institutions to arrive at definite conclusions as to 
the wisdom of such possible campaigns, the Board of Education has 
arranged with Marts and Lundy to carry on with a corps of surveyors 
such inquiry for these different schools as may enable them to arrive 
at a proper conclusion. These preliminary explorations are designated 
as surveys. They include not only a study of the institution, its nor- 
mal needs, possible prospects of support, relationships to its constitu- 
ency and the attitude of the constituency toward the work of the 
school, but they include definite advice as to ways and means. Such 
a survey can be secured for the price of $580. The conclusions will 
be passed over to the authorities of that institution and can be used 
or not at the discretion of those in charge of the institution’s finance 
program. 

It has seemed wise to us of the administration to cooperate this far. 
We have presented it to the faculty and they agree, we have presented 
it to the Executive Committee and they unite in recommending to the 
Board of Trustees that we authorize such a survey, and that we author- 
ize the appropriation of money not to exceed the normal price indicated, 
and that the contract for this shall not include any further obligations 
on our part to go further unless we later decide to do so. 


Losses By DEATH 


We have suffered a severe loss during this last year by the sudden 
death of Mr. Russell Colgate. At our last annual meeting he seemed 
so well and active that it came as a great shock to us all when we 
learned that Mr. Colgate died suddenly of a heart attack on July 31, 
1941, while he was playing tennis. 

The institution was represented at the funeral service by the Presi- 
dent, and action was taken by the Executive Committee putting on 
record our deep sympathy with the family, and our appreciation of 
the work and service of Mr. Colgate. He had been a member of this 
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Board of Trustees since the year 1908 and was President of the Bap- 
tist Education Society at the time of his death. It will be recalled that 
Mr. Colgate was very influential and generous in his relation to the 
enterprise of building the Samuel Colgate Chapel which stands as a 
memorial to his father. 


As an industrial leader, a wise philanthropist, as a community serv- 
ant, he was outstanding. Probably his principal contribution, how- 
ever, was in the field of religious education. His long presidency of 
the International Council of Religious Education, the International 
Association of Daily Vacation Bible Schools, and the Religious Edu- 
cation Association show his wide interest in that phase of the work 
of the Kingdom. 


The contribution which he made to our work is an important one 
and we miss him constantly in the various areas where his counsel 
was given so generously and constructively. 


Mr. Colgate graciously remembered the Society in his will with a 
bequest of $10,000. After conferring with Mr. John K. Colgate, his 
son, and Mrs. Russell Colgate, his wife, and with Miss Josephine 
Colgate, his daughter, who were particularly interested in the use we 
would make of the bequest, it was understood that while the will did 
not legally restrict the use of the funds, the family was desirous of 
having the principal held and known as the “Russell Colgate Research 
Fund.” The annual income from the fund will be used for such ad- 
vance or research projects as may be designated from year to year. 
The wording of the letter received by me from them, as it relates to 
this matter, is as follows: 


“We would like very much to have the bequest become known as 
‘The Russell Colgate Research Fund’ with the income from the fund 
to be used for such research projects as you may designate. 

We feel that if it was known that the School had a research fund 
in being, it might attract other funds which could be used for the 
three year project which you outlined.” 

In keeping with my conversation with the family, I shall be glad 
if the Board of Trustees will designate the fund by the title they have 
approved and provide that for the present at least the income may 
be used to forward projects in connection with the life and work of 
the School which the President will present to either the Board or 
Executive Committee after consultation with members of the faculty.

During the year also occurred the death of one of our Emeritus pro- 
fessors, Dr. William Henry Allison of Washington, D. C. In recent 
years Dr. Allison had been associated with the Library of Congress 
doing special research work. He was professor of Ecclesiastical His- 
tory at Colgate from 1910-1928. During that period he was dean 
from 1910-1915. Dr. Allison was an author of several works and ac- 
tive in research up to the time of his death.
